Water 
Pollution 


Coming so soon after the Medical 
Officer's report, now concern about the 
sewage effluent in our Bay has been 
expressed. ~ 


Is Altona Bay to be cumulatively - 


subject to water pollution from various 
sources? 

It now appears that the waters of the 
Bay have for long years been inoculated 

with noxious effusions from drainage 
inflows. Some of these will be decreased 
with the inception of sewerage. 

According to authoritative statements 
the -sewage effluent will be almost 
pure and in fact drinkable. However, 
we are willing to forgo that privilege. 

Those who are opposing sewage ef- 
fluent in general have a point. Even 
though, effluent systems in other parts 
of Australia seem to have proved their 
efficiency and hygienic innocence, the 
effect in lake-like waters of Port Phillip 
Bay have yet to be established. 

It can be even more effectively dem- 
onstrated in the low current area of our 
local Bay and therefore the reason for 
the publicity regarding a test case on 
the Aftona sewage effluent. 

In general, apart altogether from the 
controversial effluent there is enough 
to concern us in the other inputs.

control of the purity of the’ water we 
bathe in. :
